whatever niprcnndl.' ii-illic ii cm rain 
from contlciious torrllory. iiiiii wliut 
Industries In the iiiiinufacturliiK line 
that can be .ndvautugeously conducted. 
The city draws support from the 
Imaller towns In an area of country, 
which, owing to Itg geographical posi- 
tion and what other advantages It may 
have. It may command the trade of. 

It l8 to the advantage of every 
town to have as many manufacturing 
plants as can be profitably operated. 
Natural Conditions j-egu'atc manufac- 
turing to a great extent. Transporta- 
tion facilities, the cost of raw material 
and fuel are highly Important factors; 
yet there are certain lines of small 
manufacttirlng that can be well car- 
ried on In any community if only 
rightly managed. For many years 
ambitious towns have followed the 
practice of offering bonuses to manu- 
facturing concerns in order to socure 
their location. The bonus) system has 

Too often promoters of rnanufacturlTir 
onterprlsps look to the bonus tifTered 
as a means of making profit rather 
than to the legitimate conduct of the 
business. Then, again, there are 
stock-jobbing schemes that operate In 
connection with the bonus plan, and It 
has been knowi\ that, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars have been lost by 
people anxious to further the manu- 
facturing interesta of their home 
towns. 

.Numerous manufacturing centers 
have been gradually built u{) through 
the right kind of co-operation of the 
citizens. There is one prosperous city 
In Illinois that owes Its activity main- 
ly to the plans pursued by an enter- 
prising class of Swedish citizens, who 
some ,10 years ago organlced a 
Swedish Aid society. This society ad- 
vanced money to worthy workers wi^o 
desired to engage In business. Offleers 
of the society supervised the bnslness 
to a great extent, and small coneems 
which were established have grown to 
be factories whose output run well up 
Into the millions annually. This aid 
society loaned money to be repaid 
fh>m the profits of the tnislBeet. The

reap a harvest through the exploita- 
tion of unsound enterprises. This 
plan involves the Incorporation of a 
promoting company. Local capital 
may be subscribed to whatever extent 
Is deemed expedient. To Illustrate: 
If an organization be formed with $25,- 
000 capltaf. $lO.Ot»0 of this capital can 
be employed in the equipment of a 
building for manufacturing purposes. 
Thi!< hiiilding can have facUiUea for 
hair a dozen to a dosen small nutnu- 
fac luting concerns. The power neces- 
sary may be supplied' ttom a general 
power plant. The.aneblaery for man- 
ufacturing can be installad aa reqoired. 
A board of direetors shall be selected 
to oversee the Maintos. Whenever 
a small enterprise is found to be seek- 
ing a location, the directors are em- 
powered to negottote tor its location 
In the town. The concern may be in- 
corporated and- a smiiH amount o(. 
stock taken by the holding company. 
Pacltitlea for msnufaeturing and mar 
keting whatever the product may be 
are afforded. It the enterprise proves 
successful It can be moved from the 
experimental station Into a separate 
building, the holding company invest 
Ing in iU Stock, atafl the dividends on 
the stock eae be placed in the general 
fund for the extension of other enter- 
prises. Sbotild an enterprise prove to 
be lacking ip merit it can be discard- 
ed. In this manner trim half a dozen 
to a dozen different enterprises can 
be carried on and thoroughly tested as 
to practical workings. Of course, it 
most not be expected that all of the 
undertakings will prove successful, 
but if pood Juduiijtnt lie used in select- 
ing enlerpribei=, a lar^e i.orcentage 
will prove protitable ThoKe who sub- 
scribe for the stock of the holding 
company can be compensated by re- 
ceiving an equitable percentage upon 
the amount invested in stock. 

This plan eliminates the objection- 
able features of granting bonuses and 
the subscribing for stock In concerns 
that are In embryo stage and purely 
experiments.

Novii' 17.— Aur 
gustus E. Willson, Republican Gov- 
ernor-elect of Kentucky, with Mrs. 
Willson, who are on ttietr way to 
Washington. stopptKl here today 
with relativee. Iri an an interview 
this evening, Mr. Willson said that 
if William S. Taylor, former Govern- 
or of Kentucky, and Charles Finley. 
former Socrelary cf State, under in- 
dictment for complicity in the mur- 
der of Gov. William Goebel, return 
to the State he intends to see that 
their lives are protected and that 
they get an abundantly fair and im- 
partial trial. He declined to discuss 
the ease of Caleb powers, but de- 
clared that he wants him also 
have a fair and impartial trial. 

Mr. Willson denied the report 
that he had come to Indianapolis to 
pee ex-Governor Taylor. 

"1 could not come to see Mr. Tay- 
lor who may have a case before 
me," declared the Govt rnor-elect. 
"I do not want to see him now, and 
[ am sure that he does not want to 
Me me. T^m cases of Measra. Tk|r- 
Kn-ltAdVinley. like that of Caleb 
Powers, are on the court doeketa of 
the S£ate of Kentucky and must be 
tried just like any other ease, 
if Mr. Taylor and Mr. Finley come 
back to Kentucky they must havQ 
a speedy trial and a fair and impar- 
tial one.*' 
Continuing, hu said: 
"Neither of these men want any 
thing else, as 1 understand it. The 
people of Kentucky are tired of hear- 
ng of those cases. I shall take my 
office as Governor Dec. 10, and I can 
not act except for the people 
When I take my oath of office I will 
be a sworn officer under the law. I 
do not intend to act any other way. 

Messrs. Taylor and Finley will 
come when I send for them, and I 
will send for them at the proper 
!. That will be when I find that 
the court is ready to try them. I 
shall protect them when they^come, 
and shall insist that they have a fair 
trial. I am convinced that they were 
turned out of office by fraudulent ac- 
tion of the legislature after they 
were elected by clear majorities. 
All Kentucky knows that as well as 

These men know they will get 
fair trial when they return. 

Durinar theffour yearsjtbat I am 
governor we are going to have law 
and order in Kentucky." 

William S. Taylor, former gover- 
nor of Kentucky, when seen tonight 
reiterated his statement that he^ _ 
willing to go back to Kentucky for 
trial when he can get justice. When 
Gov.-elect Willson's statements were 
read to him he said *^hat, in his opinr 
ion, Mr. Willson has taken the prop- 
er view of things.

In disciisBlnR tax questions In Ken- 
tucky and elsewhrre. frequent refer- 
ence In made to tho "Koneral property 
tax.* TIiIr is the kind of system 
Kentiirky has to force. It le the sys- 
tem iliui Is In force In most of the 
BtateR. 

Briefly, the general property tax Is 
a nniform ad valorem tax levied upon 
an claiHeg of property alike, regard- 
less of the nature, of the earning ca- 
pacity or of the tariKiblo or Intangible 
character of the property. The taxing 
authority of a state, for InstaTKe. will 
levy a tax of 50 cents. This tax Ip to 
fall upon every kind of property alllie. 
Everything of value, whether real es- 
tate, riioncy in bunk, notes, bonds, 
mortK.iK. s. Kharos of stock, live stock, 
wagon.s, carriaKeB, jewelry, furniture, 
any sort of iiersonal property, or fran- 
chises of ciu ji(>ration.s is called prop- 
erty and niiiRl pay this tax. This la 
the gem ml property tax. The general 
prop<'rt.v tax l9, therefore, the levying 
of a uniforrn ad valorem tax on all 
property for all purposes. 

As ilisilnct from this system \s the 
system of rlasslfying property, raiainR 
state revt^nues from one kind of prop- 
erty, county revenues from another 
kind of property and city revenues 
from still another kind, and also tbe 
raising of reveaoes by special taxes 
of various kinds. The argument In 
the (AT world today Is between these 
two systems of raising the public rev- 
enue. 

The Kentucky system Is tlm general 

property Us. Our constitution binds 
us to the levy of a uniform ad valorem 
tax on all property of every kind for 
all purposes. If a piece of property 
located In the city is taxed for one 
pnrposr, it must be taxed for all. If 
It Is a property-earning 6 per cent re- 
tnm to lu owner. It must pay tbe 
same tax aa property earning 30 per' 
cent If it is a kind that can be re- 
moved or hidden It is taxed the same 
as real estate — If It can be found. No 
distinction Is niade on any account 
Whatever; all property must pay the 
same rate. 

ThlK Bounds like a very fair system, 
and in theory, it is fairness itself. But 
Its operation, in the opinion of those 
who have stuflled the question, not in 
Kentucky only but in every state in 
tbe Union, has nor l)onie out the 
promise made for it. The system has 
been abandoned lu Pennsylvania, Con- 
nectk'iit, Delaware, New^ijersey, Wis- 
consin, Oregon, and partialis in a num- 
ber of other states. The rapid ten- 
dency of the stales is to get away 
from It, as Impossible and impracti- 
cable. Nearly every state that has a 
tax eommlaalon has declared itself 
very frankly on this queBtion. A large 
number of states have within the last 
few years apppointed tax commisaloas 
to carefully study the methods of rais- 
ing public revenuea and, almost In- 
variably, the reports of these commis- 
sions have dendonced the general 
property tax syetem, the system that 
we have in Kentucky, as being absurd, 
impossible of enforceuiciit anil iinjuxt 
In its operation. 

Denounced by Supreme Court. 
The supreme court of the United 
States leads the way In denouncing 
the system. In lU opinion in the ease 
of the Pacific Express Co. vs. Selbert, 
the court said: 

"This court has repeatedly laid 
down the doctrine that diversity of 
itlj>n. both with respect to the 
— ' imposrd and the various spe- 
cies of property Kelected either for 
hearing its burdens or being exempt 
from them, is not Inconsistent with a 
perfect uniformity and equality of tax- 
ation m the proper senae of those 
terms; and that a Hy.^teiu which im- 
poses the »anie tax upon every species 
of property, irrespective of its nature 
or condition or class, will be destruc- 
tive of the principle of uniformity and 
equality in taxation and of a just 
adaptation of property to its liui dens." 

An Illinois tax commission has de 
Glared that the uniform ad valorem 
general property tax, the system that 
we have also in Kentucky, "is de- 
bauching to the conscience and sub- 
versive to the public morals — a school 
for perjury, promoted by law." 

An Ohio tax commission has de- 
nounoed It as "Imposing unjust bur- 
dens on the man who Is scrupulously 
honest." and Ohio Is engaged in an 
effort to get rid of it. , 
K New Hampshire tax oommlMion 
deplores Us "corrupting and demoral- 
ising Inftuence." ' 
A New York tax eommissioB says: 
It puts a premium on perjury and a 
penalty on integrity." 

In an address to the general assem- 
bly of Bfaryland, Richard T. Bly. one 
of the greatest -of our pubticisU, ssld : 
'The nae uniform tax on all property 
>s an exclusive source of revenue 
lever has worked well in any modern 
:oinauinity or .stale In the entire clv- 
llUeil world. thuuKh it haa been tried 
thoutiands of times, and although all 
esimrces of able men have 
been eniployed to make it work well."

Importer Fall Off Millions of 
Dollars, x 



New York, Nov. 20.— The impor- 
tation of diamonds and other preci- 
ous stone, for the first ten months of 
this y^r showed a deereape of more 
than $6,000,000 as eompa/ed wit^ 
the corresponding period of last- 
year. 

Importers believe that for the en- 
tire year the decline will be about 
$10,000,(100. They say that the de- 
crease is chiefly in diamonds. 

The falling off since the beginning 
of October bas been especially mark- 
ed. In that month the imports were 
worth only 40 per cent, of those of 
the corresponding month of last 
year. The total valuation of the im- 
ported stones this year up to the 
present month is $30,015,910. In the 
same period of 1905 the total 
$36,791,717.

New Spelling at Columbia, 

Prof. Brander Matthews, of Col- 
iinbia University, has won a victory 
at last in his efforts towards 
a reform in spelling. The trustees 
and the University Frees have voted 
to adopt a standard of spelling which 
will bring into official use at Colum- 
bia at least 260 of the 300 reformed 
spellings proposed by him as chair- 
roan of the reformed spelling board. 

Under the change, leaving out of 
account the past participles in which 
the board recommends the ending 
"t," 81 percent, of Prof. Matthews' 
list will now be spelled in the re- 
formed way in aH publications of 
the aniversity.
